I, John R. Dutcher, APR, a director of the Johnston Community School District elected in September g 
2009, pursuant to my Oath of Public Office to support the Constitution of the United States and the 
Constitution of the State of Iowa, do hereby wish to levy the following official complaint against the 
candidates, groups and organizations listed below, individually and in aggregate, regarding their 
violations of Iowa Code 68A.102 and 68A.505 pertaining to the use of public resources to expressly 
advocate on behalf of four candidates for the Sept. 13, 2011 election of directors of the Johnston 
Community School District: 

• Mrs. Jill Morrill of Urbandale, Iowa, then an incumbent and a current director of the district 

• Mr. Michael Farrell of Johnston, Iowa, then an incumbent and a current director of the district 

• Mrs. Deborah Henry of Johnston, Iowa, now a director of the district 

• Mr. Greg Dockum of Johnston, Iowa, now a director of the district 

• The elected leaders and membership of the Johnston Education Association (JEA), a local 
affiliate of the Iowa State Education Association (ISEA). 

• Administrators, faculty and staff of the Johnston Community School District, whose names can 
be found in the e-mails provided in evidence with this letter. 



As a result of the Johnston Community School District's reply to an Open Records request I made to the 
district on June 4, 2012, which was answered on July 5, 2012, 1 now have in my possession numerous e- 
mails illustrating the broad use of public resources -- staff and student time during school hours, district 
equipment, facilities, computers and e-mail by directors of the district, district faculty, staff and 
administration to expressly advocate (Iowa Code section 68A.102(14) and 351{sub rule 4.53(1)) for the 
election of Mrs. Morrill, Messrs. Farrell and Dockum, and Mrs. Henry - four candidates in an election 
where seven candidates sought four open seats. 

I also believe, based upon the evidence presented attached, that further investigation is needed to 
determine the wider role the Johnston Education Association (JEA) played in the election and how it 
may or may not have leveraged certain technological assets exclusive to its members to advocate for the 
election of Morrill, Henry, Farrell and Dockum.
